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This booklet has been prepared by the Ministry of 
the Attorney General to assist individuals who 
have been asked to sit on a jury for a criminal or 
civil trial or are interested in learning more about 
the justice system in general. 


This booklet is intended to serve as a step-by-step 
guide to court proceedings which require a trial 
by jury. It contains information on the function of 
the jury, selection of a jury panel, the role of 
participants at a trial, as well as the procedures 
involved in the trial itself. 





Jury duty is a fundamental responsibility of 
people living in a democratic society. A trial by 
jury allows the people of a community to 
participate directly in the legal system and to 
ensure that justice is done. 


As ajuror you will have to make important and 
difficult decisions that may affect the lives, 
property or freedom of other people. This booklet 
will help you to understand how these decisions 
are made and why your role in the justice system 
is SO important. 


You should also know that jury service could 
mean interrupting your personal schedule for 
several days or for several weeks. 








Civil or criminal trials are held to determine a 
citizen's rights or obligations under the law. 
These rights or obligations will be based upon the 
facts of each case, and how the law applies to 
those facts. 


A judge, who is neutral and impartial, will give 
the jury instructions on how to determine the 
facts of the case, and how the law must be 
applied. 


The jury will also have to consider evidence given 
by witnesses. And since trials may take place 
months or even years after the event in question, 
some witnesses will remember more than others. 
Some witnesses may appear calm, while others 
may seem difficult or nervous. 


In considering testimony by a witness and the 
evidence presented, you must be fair and 
impartial. The judge will give you instructions on 
how to evaluate the information you've received 
and how to reach a verdict. In returning a 
verdict, the jury fulfills the responsibility of 
ensuring that justice is done for each citizen. 


There is no higher duty or finer public service for 
any citizen than to participate in the justice 
system through trial by jury. 








The jury trial involves several people: 


a) ajudge 
e presides over the proceedings 


b) a sheriff 
¢ assembles prospective jurors 


c) a court clerk 
¢ records exhibits at the trial; 
¢ administers oaths and affirmations; 
* announces court 1s in session or 
recessed. 


d) a court reporter 
e records what is said at the trial 


In addition, participants in a trial are usually 
represented by a lawyer who is referred to as 
counsel. 





IN A CRIMINAL MATTER: 


Prosecution 


¢ The counsel for the prosecution represents 
the public interest in the name of the 
Queen. 


¢ The counsel is called the Crown attorney. 





Defence 


¢ The defendant or the accused is the person 
on trial. 


¢ Counsel for the accused is called the 
defence counsel. 


IN A CIVIL MATTER: 


e A person being sued is called the 
defendant. 


¢ The person filing the lawsuit is called the 
plaintiff. 


Both sides may be represented by counsel. 
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Jurors are drawn from a wide cross-section of 
citizens in the community and are chosen from 
what is called a jury panel. 


Under the supervision of the judge, counsel for 
each side will select jurors from the jury panel as 
follows: 
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e The jury for a criminal trial is made up of 12 
people. 


¢ The jury panel is present when the accused is 
"arraigned’ on, or read the charges, and 
offers a plea. 


If the accused pleads not guilty, a jury is 
selected from the jury panel. 


The names of all the people on the jury panel 
are put into a box and names are chosen at 
random. The names will be read out to the 
court. 


¢ Each person who is called as a potential juror 
goes to the front of the court and faces the 
accused. 


Both the Crown attorney and defence counsel 
may, however, object to a prospective juror. 
Different types of challenges can be made: 


CHALLENGE FOR CAUSE 


e If either counsel thinks the potential juror 
has formed an opinion on the matter being 
tried in court, and feels this would influence 
his/her decision, counsel may challenge that 
person for cause. 


e If such a challenge is made, two approved 
jurors are sworn in. These jurors will decide if 
there is cause to excuse the person being 
challenged. 
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A PEREMPTORY CHALLENGE OF A 
JUROR 


e The defence counsel or Crown attorney can 
also challenge a number of prospective jurors 
without giving a reason. This is called a 
peremptory challenge. 





Counsel for either side rely on their knowledge 
and experience in selecting jurors. Their decision 
is made quickly and is in no way a reflection of a 
person's ability, credit or standing in the 
community. 


¢ This is a less formal process than in criminal 
trials. 


e The first six persons chosen from the jury 
panel are asked to enter the jury box. 


¢ Each counsel is able to make up to four 
peremptory challenges. As a challenge is 
made, the juror challenged returns to the 
panel and a new name is drawn. 





THE JURY 


The judge usually opens a trial by explaining the 
jury's role as the trier of facts. Only the judge 
will instruct the jury on their role. 


The judge will also ask the jury to select a 
foreman/forewoman to speak for the group and 
communicate with the judge. This person then 
guides the jury members through deliberations to 
the verdict. 








THE CROWN ATTORNEY 
(PROSECUTION) 


The Crown attorney usually opens a case by 
stating the offence and the evidence against the 
accused, and explaining how the case will be 
presented. 


The opening statement is to help the judge and 
jury follow the proceedings and is not in itself 
evidence. The jury will determine the facts of the 
case on the basis of evidence presented. 


Usually witnesses are called to prove the Crown 
attorney's case, although, in some instances, an 
agreed-upon statement or document may be 
presented as evidence. The first examination of a 
witness is called a direct examination or 
examination-in-chief. 


After the witness answers the Crown attorney's 
questions the witness may be cross-examined 
by the counsel for the defence. The cross- 
examination is to test the accuracy of the 
evidence and to bring out or emphasize matters 
that were not presented or only touched on 
lightly. 


When the Crown attorney's case is completed, the 
defence may decide to call evidence.The procedure 
of direct examination and cross-examination is 
then repeated. The defence may make an opening 
statement at the close of the Crown attorney's 
case, or, in some circumstances immediately 
following the Crown attorney's opening. 
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OBJECTIONS 


During the trial, counsel may object to either the 
questions asked and/or the answers given. The 
judge will rule on the objections and give the 
appropriate instruction to the jury. 


These objections and instructions are based on 
the law of evidence which ensures the jury's 
decision is based only on legally relevant 
evidence. 


VOIR DIRE 


Juries are often asked to leave the courtroom 
during a criminal trial when legal arguments are 
discussed. This process is known as a voir dire. 





Jury members should never discuss or speculate 
on the case, among themselves or with others, 
about what might be taking place during a voir 
dire hearing. 


SUMMARY 


After all the testimony is given, each counsel will 
give a summary of their case in a closing 
statement. This is not to be considered as 
evidence, but is to help jurors better understand 
the evidence and issues. 








After summaries by counsel, the judge makes a 
charge to the jury. The judge does this by 
outlining which facts the Crown must have 
proven in order to establish the guilt of the 
accused. The judge will provide the jury with 
precise instructions on how the law applies to the 
case being tried. 


The judge will advise jury members on how to 
consider the evidence and return a verdict in 
accordance with the law. The jury is then 
responsible for reaching a verdict and will go toa 
jury room for deliberation. 


During deliberations, the jury may send a 
message to the judge, asking for more 
information. The judge will give a response after 
consulting with the Crown attorney and defence 
counsel. 


It is important to note that the jury's verdict must 
be unanimous. Once the verdict is reached and 
read in open court, the jury will be discharged. 





In a civil suit, an individual files a lawsuit on a 
private matter that could not be settled out of 
court. While the trial in a civil suit is similar to a 
criminal trial, there are several differences. 


The jury in a civil suit is chosen in the same way 
as in acriminal trial, but here, only six people are 
required. 





Counsel for the plaintiff opens the case by 
explaining how the case will be presented. 
Witnesses for the plaintiff are examined in chief 
by counsel for the plaintiff and then cross- 
examined by counsel for the defendant. The 
process then reverses, and defence witnesses are 
examined in chief by counsel for the defendant, 
and are cross-examined by counsel for the 
plaintiff. 


When the evidence is complete, each counsel will 
give a summation to the jury and the judge will 
make a charge to the jury as in a criminal case. 


Often there are issues as to whether certain 
evidence is admissible. The judge will ask the 
jury to leave the courtroom while that evidence is 
discussed and the judge makes a decision as to 
whether the evidence should be presented to the 
court when the jury returns. 


The jury will be asked to reach a verdict based on 
the case presented in court, for instance: 


e The jury may be asked to answer written 
questions put forth by the judge: 


¢ Jurors may also be asked to assess damages 
of an injured party. 


While the verdict in a civil case does not have to 
be unanimous, five of the six jurors must be in 
agreement. The jury will be discharged once the 
verdict is announced in open court. 





Trials should not be considered contests between 
two lawyers. Rather, the role of counsel is to 
present the case of his/her client. 


Jurors will be asked to give a decision based on 
the evidence in the case and the law, and not on 
how they may feel about the counsel involved. 
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Jurors usually do not take notes during a trial. 
In Ontario courts, the jury is encouraged to rely 
on the memories and impressions of all its 
members and not on the notes of one person. 





When evidence is to be presented in court a 
witness will be asked to testify under oath or by 
affirmation. 


Witnesses may swear to the truth on a Bible or 
scripture of their choice; others may simply vow 
to tell the truth according to their own beliefs. 
Oaths and affirmations are equally valid. 





Until jurors start deliberations on a verdict, they 
should not discuss the evidence or the trial 
amongst themselves. 


Anyone attempting to discuss a case with a juror 
would be in contempt of court. Any attempt to 
threaten or bribe a juror is a serious criminal 
offence. If you are approached in this way, you 
must advise the sheriff immediately. 


It is also a criminal offence for a juror to reveal 
information about the 
jury's deliberations. 
The only exception 
would be 

during an investigation 
of such a charge. 
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Jurors should not attempt to reach a decision on 
the case until they have been charged by the 
judge. It is important that jurors keep an open 
mind until all the facts, evidence and instructions 
have been heard. 





There may be times when a jury will be waiting 
for a trial to begin. 


This might happen when a lawsuit is settled just 
before going into court or there could be a delay 
before the next case begins. Jurors may be asked 
to wait when this happens or they may be let go 
early. 


If you are asked to wait, a book, letter-writing 
materials, knitting or other similar activities may 
help pass the time. 





Jurors are given a minimal, daily payment for 
travel expenses. If jurors are needed for more 
than 10 days, they will be given a small, daily fee 
which is fixed by law. 


The sheriff is 
responsible for paying 2 
the jurors daily fees and iby, 
their travel expenses, on 
but jurors are 
responsible for their 
own meals and parking. 
They can also bring 
their own lunches. 





People receiving unemployment insurance are not 
eligible for benefits while serving on a jury. If 
you have any questions about this, advise the 
sheriff's office when you receive your summons 
for jury duty, or when you report to the 
courthouse. 





Courts generally sit from 10:00 a.m. until 4:30 or 
5:00 p.m. each day. 


The court day is usually broken up by a morning, 
noon and afternoon recess. Jurors are usually 
allowed to go home each evening but there might 
be occasions when deliberations continue into the 
night. If that happens, jurors will be given meals 
and accommodation. 





There are no specific dress rules, other than the 
wearing of clean and neat clothing. 


Lawyers wear dark, simple robes at trials to 
present a figure of quiet dignity on behalf of their 
clients . 





Certain types of facilities, such as parking, will 
vary in courthouses across the province. If you 
require specific information, please contact the 
sheriff of your county or district. 








The Juries Act allows for jury service to be 
postponed because of serious illness or undue 
hardship; or, you could be excused if jury service 
is incompatible with religious beliefs. 
To be excused from jury service, or to 








have it 
postponed, 
please apply to 
the sheriff as 
soon as 
possible. A 
judge will 
determine 
what 
constitutes 
undue 
hardship. 
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The Juries Act requires employers to grant 





employees time off for jury service. This leave of 
absence can be with or without pay. 


The employee must be reinstated to the same or 
comparable position, without loss of seniority or 
benefits once jury service is completed. 


Failure to comply with the Act can result in a fine 
of up to $10,000 and/or imprisonment of up to 
three months.
